Johnson appeared fresh after the 
fight, while Bu rns’s eyes were b adl\ 
pu ffed and his mou th swollen to twice 
its normal size.

Fred E. Fo skett Said He Did No t Feel 
Slig h test 
Sen satio n 
of 
Bu rn in g 
Pro fesso r James and Oth er Psych o l­ 
og ists Co n d u cted Remarkab le Tests 
In Boston . 


The marv elo us psy chic po wer o i 
Fred E. Fo skett, a y o ung machinist 
o f Orange, Mass., has attracted the 
attentio n o f Pro fesso r James o f Har 
v ard and o ther leading members o i 
the Bo sto n branch o f the American 
So ciety o f Psy chical Research, who 
recently gav e him tests o n two day s. 
The first o f the tests w as held at the 
ho me o f Presco tt F. Hall o n a &ut 
urday afterno o n. 
Pro fesso r William 
James and sev eral well kno wn phy si­ 
cians were there, and test co nditio ns 
as nearly perfect as po ssible were 
made. Fo skett was seated in the cen­ 
ter o f a ro o m befo re a small table. 
There he perfo rmed ev ery feat o f the 
Hindo o faker and the Buddhist adept. 
On the table was an o rdinary kero ­ 
sene lamp with a chimney and a flat 
wick, a pan and sev eral quarts o f al­ 
co ho l. 
Acco rding to the repo rts o f 
tho se present, Fo skett succeeded in 
e v e ry 
test. The first test was made 
with o rdinary sulphur matches. 
Fo s­ 
kett lighted half a do zen, o ne aftei 
the o ther, ho lding them with o ne hand 
so clo se to the fingers o f the o ther 
that the flames curled aro und them. 
He then lighted the lamp and held his 
hands 
abo v e 
the 
wick, 
while 
the 
flames curled o v er them and the so o t 
co mpletely blackened them. 
Fro m o ne o f these tests to ano ther 
Fo skett 
went, 
while 
the 
scientists 
held their breath and watched ev ery 
mo tio n, until he came to the climax . 
In this he po ured a quart o f alco ho l 
into the basin, lighted it and then 
washed his hands, bathing them fo r 
nearly ten minutes in the burning 
fluid, washing it up o v er his arms and 
to his face—literally bathing himself 
in blazing alco ho l. 
That co mpleted 
the tests fo r the first day . As so o n as 
they 
were 
finished 
the 
phy sicians 
present ex amined Fo skett, and they 
co uld find no t the slightest trace o f a 
burn o r blister. 
Fo skett to ld them 
that the flames did no t giv e him the 
slig htest sensatio n o f burning; that he 
felt co mfo rtably warm and pleasant 
and no thing mo re. 
The seco nd tests were made o n the 
nex t afterno o n at the ho me o f Pro ­ 
fesso r James in Cambridge, 
Mass.. 
and under the same co nditio ns as the 
day befo re. 
Co nsiderable my stery is 
thro wn abo ut them. 
Mr. Hall said 
they were so startling that he did no t 
care to discuss them until they had 
been tried again. 
Ano ther scientist 
who was there said that Fo skett per­ 
fo rmed ail o f his ex periments o f the 
day befo re and then “ abso lutely and 
po sitiv ely dematerialized.

erally sho wn in the Middle States. 
Further no rth they do no t lo o se 
their heads, and drag peo ple 
fro m 
their ho mes and frighten them o ut o f 
their wits. 
Patients are cared fo r in 
their ho mes, which 
is the 
rightful 
place. 
That is what o ur ho mes are 
fo r—a place o f refuge 
and safety , 
where the afflicted receiv e 9 9 times 
o ut o f 100 better care and attentio n 
than in any pest ho use. 
Kno cked to gether in any o ld way , 
v o id o f co mfo rts o f ho me and its 
co mpanio ns. 
Generally if o ne mem­ 
ber o f the family is ex po sed, all are. 
And further, if co mpetent help can 
be had, it can be emplo y ed at a pri­ 
v ate ho me better than at any pest 
ho use which is a curse to civ ilizatio n 
the way they are generally managed 
here in the Middle States. 
Often a 
few will line their o wn nest at the 
mercy and ex pense o f many — (who 
pay the ex penses). 
Will 
tho se 
who 
were 
at 
the 
Knightsto wn pest ho use ev er fo rget 
it, and the tho ughtless and careless 
things do ne there as well as in the 
to wn. 
If peo ple wo uld 
keep 
co o l 
heads and act wisely o r ev en half­ 
witted and see to it that tho se who 
are ex po sed are kept in their ho mes 
with pro per diet ancl prev entativ es, 
the co ntagio us disease need no t last 
lo ng. 
With go o d blo o d and pro per 
diet o ne need no t be frightened. 


We must co nsider that o ur do cto rs 
hav e no t had the ex perience as they 
hav e in co lder States, but mo st o f 
them are co mpetent. Do no t under­ 
stand me that I adv o cate any care­ 
lessness in this v ery try ing situatio n. 
All sho uld act fo r the best interest 
and all interested directly and indi­ 
rectly see that the places where it is 


kno wn to ex ist are guarded, and the 
phy sicians see that the perso n afflict­ 
ed is kept fro m tho se no t ex po sed. 


In the co untries where they hav e 
w 
smallpo x and are used to managing 
such diseases they go abo ut these 
things differently than we do since 
they understand ho w to treat such 
things. 
They do no t handicap busi­ 
ness. 
Tho se who are 
afflicted are 
quietly taken care o f. 


Fo r the benefit o t\ tho se who may 
read this I will cite a case that came 
under my perso nal o bserv atio n, this 
side o f the Canadian line. In a g o o d - 
sized to wn a 
gro cery man 
and his 
family liv ed in the back o f the build­ 
ing and they had smallpo x , but they 
nev er clo sed the sto re a day , and no t 
a case was spread fro m the place. It 
can be do ne much safer and at no 
mo re ex pense than 
to build 
pest 
ho uses. 
By all means use this ex tra 
ex pense to help keep patients in their 
o wn ho mes. 
They are already fur­ 
nished with light and fuel and the 
many co mfo rts that canno t be fo und 
in a pest ho use, and the danger o f 
mo v ing the afflicted and tho se ex ­ 
po sed are av o ided. 
If there is hu­ 
manity , let be sho wn in a human way . 
If smallpo x 
patients are 
pro perly 
treated under any thing like 
fav o r­ 
able co nditio ns, there need 
be no 
spreading o f 
the 
disease. 
What 
wo uld the mo re no rthern States do if 
they used so little discretio n as with 
us ? 
Scare peo ple o ut o f their rea­ 
so n. tie up business and act as if 
they were in fact, insane. 
In times o f this kind use a go o d

The difficulty

appendix as a duct 
The o peratio n begins ex actly in the 
same manner as the familiar o peratio n 
fo r appendicitis, but instead o f remo v ­ 
ing the o rgan the surgeo n threads it 
thro ugh the v ario us lay ers o f mus­ 
cle in the abdo minal wall and attaches 
it to the skin. 
It is then o pened, and 
by a tube passed thro ugh it any nec­ 
essary medicine can be applied direct­ 
ly to the muco us membrane o f the 
lo wer intestines. 
The appendix , it is said, may safely 
be left o pen in this po sitio n because 
the abdo minal muscles pro tect it sutfi 
ciently .

i be called in March, but it was merely 
a pause, as they will be busy on the 
| job all winter. While protection to in 
dustries

cheap labor abroad will be the key note 
of the revised tariff, much considera­ 
tion will be given to the questions of 
raising sufficient revenue for the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The sub-committee of the 
house way s and means committee is 
wasting no time in drawing up the 
new bill, and it will resume its pro­ 
gram of daily meetings on Monday . 
The revenue feature involves more 
difficult problems than either the pro­ 
tective or other p hases of the tariff 
revision question. 
It is claimed by 
some that the governm ent has been 
deprived of millions of dollars of reve­ 
nue during the operation of the Ding- 
ley tariff because of the numerous 
changes made in the bill after it pass 
ed the house of rep resentatives. These 
changes were made principally in the 
wording of the bill, rather than in the 
rates of duty . 
It is freely said that 
numerous large interests that will be 
affected by the new tariff law as it will 
be reported to the house will m ake a 
strong fight when the bill reaches the 
senate. 
In this case it is understood 
that President-elect Taft will exert ev
